And What Have You

By Outgoing President— 


Since our comments in this col­ 
umn two weeks ago in regard to the 
request by the Grand Jury for an in­ 
vestigation into the possibility of our 
law enforcement officers being cur­ 
tailed in their efforts to enforce the 
law, I have received a number of 
expressions of favor and at the same 
time a few who disagreed with me. 
Since that time I have been assur­ 
ed by some of the members of the 
council that we do not have a prob­ 
lem here and the whole matter has 
gotten out of hand. I certainly hope 
that this is the case. 
It may well be that I have caused 
some unjust criticism of the mem­ 
bers on the city council and if this 
is the case then I apologize to each 
of them. 
I suspect that the whole problem 
boils down to the question of how 
much law enforcement does the pub­ 
lic want? And this is not an easy 
question to answer. I for one, be­ 
lieve that the laws are passed for 
our own protection and should be en­ 
forced with the cnips falling where 
they may, but at the same time I 
have many friends who believe that 
we should be selective in enforcing 
minor traffic laws. 
I for one have no idea as to what 
the Grand Jury investigation will 
come up with or even if there will 
be one. But I do know that if they 
find anything wrong it should not be 
laid at the feet of the individual coun­ 
cilmen but should be borne by the 
citizens as a whole. The council­ 
men are good, 
honest 
citizens 
trying to serve their community with 
the best of their ability and for this 
they need our support. If we have a 
problem, and I hope we don’t, it is 
our problem not just theirs. 
Because of our convictions in re­ 
gard to law enforcement I feel that 
we do have a problem here, but it is 
probably not the one brought up by 
the Grand Jury. It is one created by 
this question of how much law en­ 
forcement do we want and this is a 
problem everywhere, especially in 
the sm aller towns where every one 
knows everyone else. 
It is not a new problem as it has 
been around a long time and will like­ 
ly be with us for a long time to come. 
The problem is one made up of 
small things such as letting our kids 
drive before they are old enough to 
have a license, driving too fast on 
our city streets, failing to stop for 
stop signs, etc. 
Maybe I am wrong in taking this 
attitude I take in regard to the en­ 
forcement of these so called minor 
laws but I feel that there are at least 
three good reasons for this convic­ 
tion. 
One is that we will never stop the 
needless deaths on our streets and 
highways until the public is forced 
to obey the law or pay the conse­ 
quences. 
The second is that I find it hard to 
listen to people complain about civ­ 
il righters, hippies, and 
young 
people breaking laws because they 
do not believe in them, while at the 
same time the people doing the com­ 
plaining are breaking other laws 
themselves. 
The third reason is one that brings 
in the modem matter of generation 
gap and the establishment. How can 
you let a kid drive before he is of 
legal age and see his parents and 
friends break traffic laws and ex­ 
pect him or her to show proper re­ 
spect for law and order when he gets 
older. While as an adult you may be 
able to know the difference between 
tne apparently unimportant laws and 
the more serious ones but can your 
youngsters ? 
While I cannot prove it, I suspect 
that this attitude on the part of the 
parents is what is creating our drug 
problem today. The kids do not feel 
that our drug laws are right or fair 
and therefore they feel just because 
drugs are against the law this is not 
a good enough reason to leave them 
alone.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF THE 
STATE OF TEXAS: 
Section I. That Article III, 
Section 51-a, of the Texas i 
Constitution, be amended to 
read as follows: 
“Section 51-a. The Legisla­ 
ture shall have the power, by 
General Laws, to provide, sub­ 
ject to limitations herein con- . 
tamed, and such other limita­ 
tions, restrictions and regula­ 
tions as may by the Legisla­ 
ture be deemed expedient, for ; 
assistance grants to and/or! 
medical care for, and for re­ 
habilitation 
and 
any 
other 
services included in the federal 
laws as they now read or as 
they may hereafter be amend­ 
ed, * providing matching funds! 
to help such families and indi­ 
viduals attain or retain capa­ 
bility for independence or self- j 
care, and for the payment of 
assistance grants to and/or 
medical care for, and for re-1 
habilitation and other sendees 
to or on behalf of:

percent increase in taxes.

When Woodrow Simmons 
campaigned for sheriff, one 
of his pledges was that the

And What Have You

ByOutgoing President— 


Since our comments in this col­ 
umn two weeks ago in regard to the 
request by the Grand Jury for an in­ 
vestigation into the possibility of our 
law enforcement officers being cu r­ 
tailed in their efforts to enforce the 
law, I have received a number of 
expressions of favor and at the sam e 
tim e a few who disagreed with me. 
Since that tim e I have been a ssu r­ 
ed by some of the m em bers of the 
council that we do not have a prob­ 
lem here and the whole m atter has 
gotten out of hand. I certainly hope 
that this is the case. 
It may well be that I have caused 
some unjust criticism of the m em ­ 
bers on the city council and if this 
is the case then I apologize to each 
of them. 
I suspect that the whole problem 
boils down to the question of how 
much law enforcement does the pub­ 
lic want? And this is not an easy 
question to answer. I for one, be­ 
lieve that the laws are passed for 
our own protection and should be en­ 
forced with the cnips falling where 
they may, but at the sam e time I 
have many friends who believe that 
we should be selective in enforcing 
m inor traffic laws. 
I for one have no idea as to what 
the Grand Jury investigation will 
come up with or even if there will 
be one. But I do know that if they 
find anything wrong it should not be 
laid at the feet of the individual coun­ 
cilmen but should be borne by the 
citizens as a whole. The council­ 
men are good, 
honest 
citizens 
trying to serve their community with 
the best of their ability and for this 
they need our support. If we have a 
problem, and I hope we don’t, it is 
our problem not just theirs. 
Because of our convictions in re ­ 
gard to law enforcement I feel that 
w e do have a problem here, but it is 
probably not the one brought up by 
the Grand Jury. It is one created by 
this question of how much law en­ 
forcem ent do we want and this is a 
problem everywhere, especially in 
the sm aller towns where every one 
knows everyone else. 
It is not a new problem as it has 
been around a long tim e and will like­ 
ly be with us for a long time to come. 
The problem is one made up of 
sm all things such as letting our kids 
drive before they are old enough to 
have a license, driving too fast on 
our city streets, failing to stop for 
stop signs, etc. 
Maybe I am wrong in taking this 
attitude I take in regard to the en­ 
forcem ent of these so called minor 
laws but I feel that there are at least 
three good reasons for this convic­ 
tion. 
One is that we will never stop the 
needless deaths on our streets and 
highways until the public is forced 
to obey the law or pay the conse­ 
quences . 
The second is that I find it hard to 
listen to people complain about civ­ 
il righters, hippies, and 
young 
people breaking laws because they 
do not believe in them, while at the 


s a m e tim e the people doing the com­ 
plaining are breaking other laws 
them selves. 
The third reason is one that brings 
in the modem matter of generation 


g a p a n d the establishment. How can 
you let a kid drive before he is of 
legal age and see his parents and 
friends break traffic laws and ex­ 
pect him or her to show proper re­ 
spect for law and order when he gets 
older. While as an adult you may be 
able to know the difference between 
tne apparently unimportant laws and 
the more serious ones but can your 
youngsters ? 
While I cannot prove it, I suspect 
that this attitude on the part of the 
parents is what is creating our drug 
problem today. The kids do not feel 
that our drug laws are right or fair 
and therefore they feel just because 
drugs are against the law this is not 
a good enough reason to leave them 
alone.
